"As Mrs. Jones I live comfort- 
ably, have the use of a car, have 
a certain place in the social set-up 
have my future protected by life 
insurance, etc. 


"If I were to go out today and 


get a job of my owri I probably 
would have to swap a' house I run 
as I please for a room or tiny 
apartment. Chances arc I couldn't 
alford a car. I would have no pro- 
tection against future want except 
what I could save out of my pay 
check. 1 would have to "make my 
own way scially—etc." 


A comparison of what the job 


of housewife gives a woman 'and 
what she probably could get for 
herself if she were thrown entirely 
on her own would make most wom- 
en see that being a housewife is not 
a job to be looked down on, done 
grudgingly, or slighted for "out- 
side interests." 


Too Good For the Job? 
Yet plenty of women who live 


well, wear good clothes, have their 
futures provided for—simply be- 
cause they are 
housewives—feel 


they are too good for the job. 


They spend their lives in dis- 


satisfaction instead of looking on 
home-making as a well-paid job, 
worthy of their best efforts, and be- 
cause of their superior attitude fail 
to make good homes or keep their 
husbands happy. 
"Just a housewife" is the phrase 


they use for home-makers, failing 
to sec that being a housewife is one 
of 
the 
best-paid 
jobs 
open 
to 
women.

Canning Sugar 
Abused, OPA 
Declares 


Washington, March 25 — (UP)— 


The OPA apoalcd to housewives 
today not to go out and buy can- 
ning sugar before they have any 
fruit to can. 


So many housewives are 
doing 


just that, officials said, that 
the 


OPA sugar distribution machinery 
is in clanger of being thrown out of 
gear. 


OPA validated spare stamp No. 


9 on March 11 for five pounds ot 
canning sugar. It worked out 
a 


zonal distribution system whereby 
supplies would be on hand in vari- 
ous regions as fruits 
and 
vege- 
tables were ready to be preserved 


OPA expected the first 
heavy 


rail for canning sugar in the South 
where strawberries 
ripen early. 


But housewives all over the coun- 
try immediately began using the 
stamps — many of tnem, OP A sus- 
pects, for ordinary household use. 


The situation in New York be- 


came so bad last week that dis- 
tributors were delivering sugar in 
camouflaged trucks to keep women 
from mobbing stores. 


Each ration book holder can get 
sugar for canning purposes —five 
pounds with spare stamp !) and five 
with another stamp to be validated 
in June or July. So please, said the 
OPA to housewives, don't rush in 
and use them before you need thc 
sugar. 


In addition to the spare, sugar 
stamp 39 is now good and another 
one will be validated May 1.

So now that everybody agrees 


on thc hcllishncss of spying, what 
are we going to do about it? Shall 
we set a good example by cus- 
manlling our new peacetime infor- 
mation service? Shall we then call 
the nations together around 
thc 


United Nations table and exact 
from them a promise that this 
subtle and sinister practice will 
be renounced from now on? 


It would be wonderful 
if we 
could do that. Perhaps some day 
we can. But right now it seems 
realistic rather than cynical to say 
that we should be foolish to make 
the attempt. For we should be re- 
peating past mistakes. 


Heavy armament production and 
big navies are hellish, too. So, 
back in the early 'Twenties, the 
United States called a conference 
of great powers to scrap some 
existing warships, .tear up 
the 
plans lor others, and put a gen- 
eral stop to expensive, wasteful, 
provocative preparations for war. 
The United Stales lived up to all 
agreements and set a splendid ex- 
ample. 


War itself was certainly hellish. 


' 
So, back in thc lale 'Twenties, ,... 
American Secretary of Stale and a 
French Premier collaborated on an 
agreement renouncing war as an 
>i instrument of national policy. The 
v Kcllogg-Bruind Treaty was signed 


by B2 of the world's nations. 


If wars were lo be outlawed, 
a large standing army was not 
only hellish but impractical and 
unnecessary. So the United States 
set a good example by maintain- 
ing, 
in the year that war again 
broke out in Europe, a Regular 
Army of less than 200,000 and a 
Navy of less than 1215,000 men— 
even though it had long been evi- 
dent that the Kcllog-Briand Treaty 
was just another scrap of paper 
It blown down the drafly corridors 
of history.

Britain, U. S.

Arraigned before U. S. Commis-

He then demanded to see

catarrh. Spring catarrh is nol con- 
tagious. It develops most often in 
children and young adults, and, 
for some unknown reason, espec- 
ially in young boys. 


If you have spring catarrh, both 


of your eyes are itchy, lii-hi both- 
ers you, tears 
flow most of the 


lime, and your eyes exude: a sticky 
secretion. Your Irouble seems lo 
be worse in the morning, and it 
gels better during the dav 
CAUSED BY ALLERGY 


The cause of spring eye catarrh 


must be a special form of 
al- 


lergy, as germs or viruses arc not 
found in the secretions. The rough 
appearance of the under surface 
of the hcl is caused by inflamma- 
tion. 


The congestion of the eyes 
and 


the sticky, mucous 
secretion arc 


troublesome features. Eyes should 
be kept clean with boric acid so- 
lulion washes. 


Temporary relief from Ihe burn- 


nig 
sensation may follow the use 


of cold compresses. Dark glasses 
should be worn.

If you have spring catarrh, both 


of your eyes are itchy, lii-hi both- 
ers you, tears 
flow most of the 


lime, and your eyes exude: a sticky 
secretion. Your Irouble seems lo 
be worse in the morning, and it 
gels better during the dav 
CAUSED BY ALLERGY 


The cause of spring eye catarrh 


must be a special form of 
al- 


lergy, as germs or viruses arc not 
found in the secretions. The rough 
appearance of the under surface 
of the hcl is caused by inflamma- 
tion. 


The congestion of the eyes 
and 


the sticky, mucous 
secretion arc 


troublesome features. Eyes should 
be kept clean with boric acid so- 
lulion washes. 


Temporary relief from Ihe burn-

Hess Fails to 
Take Stand in 
His Own Case 


Nuernberg. March 26 —(UP> — 


Counsel for Rudolf Hess rested his 
defense case today without putting 
him on the stand, thereby denying 
the prosecution the 
privilege 
of 
cross-examining the former 
Nazi 


party deputy. 
Hess' defense rested on the third 


day of its case. It opened Friday 
after the testimony of 
Hermann 
Ooering was concluded. 


Rudolf Seidl, Hess' attorney, told 
the war crimes tribunal before he 
rested that he would not call Hess 
to testify in his own behalf. The 
decision did not block questions by 
other defense attorneys, but none 
had asked in advance to question 
Hess. 


Seidl opened the day's session by 
reading an affidavit 
from Hess' 


brother, Alfred Hess, 
a 
former 
deputy gauleiter. It described the 
aims of the "Ausland" or foreign 
organization of the Nazi party as 
cultural, social and economic, for 
taking care of Germans in foreign 
countries regardless 
of 
whether 
they were party members. 


Alfred Hess said he had to wind 
up his activity with the Ausland or- 
ganization after his brother flew to 
Britain on May 10, 1941. 


Seidl tried to 
introduce quota- 
tions from allied politicians and 
waiters which he said would prove 
that other nations recognized the 
"injustices" 
of 
the 
Versailles 
treaty, and eventually violated its 
provisions themselves. The prose- 
cution objected, and a long wran- 
gle ensued.

It happened so quietly lhat it 
was almost unreal.

abricated houses from each build- 
er who demanded assurance 
that 
here would be a market for his 
full produclion. The government, in 
turn, would act as sales agenl. 


Opposition to building materials 
subsidies also was voiced by Her- 
bert U. Nelson, 
executive 
vice 


president of Ihe National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. 


He said in a radio address that 
the nation "is fumbling with Ihe 
simple job of building homes x x x 
because il is held back by power- 
hungry men in Washington."
